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Sir: 

Applicants would like to thank the Examiner for the courtesy extended during 
the telephonic interview conducted on May 1 1 , 2006. During the interview, the 
Examiner indicated that the application appeared to be substantially in condition for 
allowance. However, there were some issues of indefiniteness pending with regards 
to claims 3 and 5. An agreement was reached to amend the language in these 
claims in order to overcome the issues of indefiniteness, and for consistency based 
on amendments that have been previously made to the claims. 
Specifically, it was agreed to amend the claims as follows: 
(1 ) Claim 3, line 15, "a tank connected to said radiator through said at least 
two metal conduits" has been replaced with —a tank connected to said 
radiator through a direct connection to said at least two metal conduits- 
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(2) Claim 3, line 19, "wherein said pump is connected to said tank through 
said metal conduit" has been replaced with -wherein said pump is 
connected to said tank — . 

(3) Claim 5, line 4, "the suction port" has been replaced with -a suction 
port-. 

(4) Claim 5, line 5, "said discharge port" has been changed to ~ a 
discharge port-. 

The Examiner indicated that these corrections were minor and that 
they could be performed by an Examiner's Amendment.
